as a percentage of the historical price of the one or more reference itemr items. 

6. (Original) The system of Claim 1 , wherein the pricing engine accesses a 
previously computed pricing differential from among a collection of such pricing 
differentials to determine the pricing differential that is applied. 

7. (Currently Amended) The system of Claim 1, wherein the one or more 
non-fungible target i t e m i s items are selected from the group consisting of: 

a part, component, product, or other tangible item; 

a service; 

real property; and 

a contract or other legal instrument.

(Previously Presented) A system for generating market pricing 
information for a non-fungible item, comprising: 

means for storing: 

historical pricing information for at least one reference item; 

historical pricing information for at least one non-fungible target item; and 
market pricing information for at least the reference item; and 

means for determining a pricing differential between the non-fungible target item 
and the reference item, the pricing differential reflecting the historical pricing information 
for the non-fungible target and reference items; 

means for accessing the market pricing information for the reference item; and 

means for applying the pricing differential to the market pricing information for the 
reference item to generate market pricing information for the non-fungible target item.
